Better working conditions were also asked for, but employers pres- 
ent decided that the purpose of the sympathetic had not been one to 
settle wages and conditions, and under the circumstances they re- 
fused to deal with the matter at this time. 


Want All Employees Here 

An employee stated after the meet- 
ing that it was impossible to settle 
the teamster situation at Thursday's 
conference owing to the absence of 
elty wholesalers, retailers and mer- 
chants whose men were on strike. 
‘Without all employers assembled it 
wus impossible for us to guarantee 
that all striking teamsters be re-in- 
stnted,” he added, Representatives 
of every firm will be asked to attend 
the meeting on Friday morning. 

But few developments were re- 
corded in the Edmonton strike situa- 
tion on Thursday night.

DR. J. C. FISHE 
EXPECTS CITY 
POSITION HELD 


Former Medicai Superintendent 
at Royal Alexandra Hospital 
Ready to Return 


In a@ communteation to the hospital 
board, which was read at ite meet- 
ing on Thursday afternoon, Dr, James 
C. Fyshe, formerly medical superin- 
tendent at the Royal Alexandra hos- 
pital, jnformed the board that he was 
ready to resume His duties under the 
board, as he was about to terminate 
his military work at Bramshott Camp. 

Dr. Fyshe, who is now a Major in 
‘the medical service, went overseas 
with the 19th Alberta Dragoons, with 


‘tthe rank of captain. : 

He servetl in France in a base hos- 
pital, and since 1918, has been re- 
gistrar, adjuitant and paymaster for 
an hospital of, 700 beds at Bramshott. 

From the minutes of the board, re- 
corded in October, 1914, Dr. Fyshe 
was given leave of absence during 
the war, with the assurance that nis 
position should be kept open for him. 
Also ft was decided that certain pay- 
ments should be made to Mrs, Fyshe. 

The majority of the board express- 
ed their opinion that Dr. Fyshe should 
be reinstated, and on the motion of 
Mr. irkpatrick, the letter was re- 
ferredto the medical advisory commit- 
tee for their comment. It was under- 
stood, however, that the board was tn 
favor of Dr, Fyshe being given his 
old position. 

Some Salary in Those Days. 

His salary was $6,000 previously, 
derstood he would not expect the 
same amount now. 

It was decided by the board that 
the gardener, carpenter and thhoure- 
keeper at the Royal Alexandra thos- 
pitel should receive increases of $10 
per month each.

It was arranged by the board that 
a room should always be kept apart 
for the reception of such patients. 

Miss McMillan reported a large in- 
crease in the number of operations at 
the Royal Alexandra. She also stated 
that Miss Reid, assistant.in the oper- 
ating room, was obliged to leave on 
account of illness of her mother. 

The resignation was received, and 
on the motion of Dr. Allen, the board 
instructed the secretary to forward 
Miss Reid a letter stating the boards 
appreciation of her services. In an- 
swer to a question Miss McMillan 
stated that she considered that the 
vacancy could be filledg from among 
the present ataff. 

Ald. Bush, reported that the tennis 
court for the nurses at Royal Alexan- 
dra hospital was being constructed. 
The board authorized the expenditure 
of $160 for the wiring and other work 
at the court. 

Miss Campbell, lady superintendent 
of the Ieolation hospital, stated that 
all the wards at the hospital were 
occupied. The nursing and house 
staff were complete, Miss Campbell 
asked that salaries of the charge 
nurses at the Isolation hospital should 
be increased by $5 per month each. 
This request was referred to the 
management committee for repaqrt at 
the next meeting.

of the criminalsoffence of bribery. 

The accused himself on oath con- 
demned as a lie the oath of Mr. Hool- 
agan, that he had offered to secure 
exemption of his nephew, if he loaned 
him $1,000 without \interest, and 
moreover denied emphatically, that 
he had ever approached him on the 
subject, but on the other hand affirm- 
ed that Mr. Hoolagan had repeatedly 
offered him money to secure the ex- 
emption, He said that Hoolagan 
was so persistent in his offers that at 
last he had to take by-lanes in the 
village in order to avoid him. 

Regarding young Hoolagan's claim 
for exemption, the accused said it was 
presented by J. C. Hoolagan, but was 
not granted on the ground that the 
tribunal did not believe the validity of 
the claim, which was that “the father 
would go crazy, the mother ‘would 
die and the Hoolagan Trading Com- 
pany would go bankrupt,” if the boy 
were conscripted. 

The evidence of T, A. Lavoy, the 
other member of the exemption tri- 
buna at St. Paul de Metis, was also 
taken, and it corroborated the evi- 
dence of the accused regarding the 
asking and denial of exemption to 
young Hoolagan. 

No Exemption to Hoolagan, 

Important testimony was that of 
Ernest Cloutier, 2 money lender, who 
said that the accused came to him to 
borrow $1,000 in November, 1917. He 
negotiated with J. ©. Hoolagan for 
the amount, and when they came to 
draw up the papers, Hoolagan re- 
fused to charge the accused interest. 

The military representative on the 
tribunal, A. Bolleau, also stated that 
exemption had not been granted Hool- 
agan, but he had only been given 40 
days in which to wind up his buai- 
ness affairs before reporting for duty 

After hearing the evidence the jury 
in the afternoon brought in a verdict 
of not gulity, after being out only 
five minutes.

The Art of Baseball

LESSON NO. 10,.—FOOTWORK. 

No part of the work of a second base- 
man is more important than ability to 
locate and touch the base without taking 
lis eyes off the ball. The player who 
takes his eyes off the ball to see where 
the base is loses the play and frequently 
the game. 

In the first lesson on playing second 
hase J dilated upon the importance of 
keeping the eYe on second base. This, 
however, does not mean to look at second 
base while a play is being made, The 
baseman, after deciding upon the position 
he is to take in defensive work against 
any batter, should look at the base and 
make certain that he knows exactly where 
it is in relation to the position lhe has as- 
sumed so that, if a ball fs hit to the short 
stop or third basemen he is certain that 
he can race straight to the bare withont 
ceasing to keep his eyes upon the play in 
front of him. 

Never step on the base flat footed when 
it possibly can be avoided. Practice run- 
ning to the base and putting the toe 
against the corner. In receiving throws 
rom short or third and pivoting to make

Some people 
may wonder why the peace terms 
should be congidered by the Canadian 
Parliament, after they had been sign- 
ed and delivered. But how else is 
Canada to have an opportunity to ap- 
plaud the Premier, who, as @ peace- 
maker, stands by himself in the his- 
tory of his country, Anyway, the peace 
terms are the excuse for the fall ses- 
sion, according to a carefully worded 
despatch sent out from official head- 
quarters last night. Then you know 
two sessions will give the members 
5,000 for the year. The most they 
could expect from an increased in- 
demnity would be $4,000. That should 
keep them in line for a while, any- 
way, 

Meantime, you will rejoice that the 
vexed question, the high cost of living, 
has been solved, It has been referred 
to a committee with Nicholson, of Ala 
gona, as chairman. 

And with the high cost of llving out 
of the way it is only natural that Par- 
liament should turn its attention to 
the unrest in the country. Some days 
ago Dr, Blake of Winnipeg, hearing 
that things were hardly normal in his 
constituency, suggested to the govern. 
ment that the matter might be a fit 
subject for Parliamentary conversa- 
tion. ‘Quite so," the government 
agreed. “Let's talk about it some day 
next week; how would Wednesday do? 
And the doctor figuring that tho strike 
would probably last that long, agreed. 
Then it occurred to the Opposition 
that some people in Canada were in- 
terested in strikes and that perhaps 
they would better stop talking con- 
}vention and give it a little of their 
attention. So they notified the goy- 
ernment that they would on Monday 
move the adjournment of the House 
in order that the unrest, its cause and 
its cure, might be discussed in detail.

The strike at Winnipeg would be a very | 
serious matter if it had only the effect | 
of injuring all interests itu one of our! 
large cities. It is the more serious ne- 
cause it is the manifestation of a spirit or 
unrest and discontent which, unnappuy, 
is wide in our own country and wider in 
some other parts of the world. ‘he 
forces of disorder—for such there aré, ai- 
though fortunately they bave not yet ap« 
peared in thelr worst form—seem to have 
chosen Winnipeg as a centre from which 
their evil influence could radiate, Win- 
nipeg is the gateway of our western 
country, and a centre through which 
practically all lines of communication be- 
tween east and west pass. <A complete 
tle-up of industry at that point would 
isolate the city and paralyze all communt- 
cation between east and west. This ure 
doubtedly is what the chief promoters of 
the strike aim at, and to a consiferable

The sympathetic strike puts the 
participants in the position of de- 
claring war upon theswhole com- 
munity in order to express their 
antagonism to a small section of 
that or some other community. 
That is not a disposition that 
makes for the general welfare; nor 
is the reflex antagonism it arouses 
to the advantage of the wage- 
earner. 

The Toronto metal workers are 
to be congratulated, not less than 
the people of the city, on the de- 
cision to stop the general strike. 
They are more likely to win be- 
cause of it; and win or lose they 
will retain the recognition of the 
public as men who do not seek to 
gain a personal end by imposing 
hardship upon those who have 
nothing to do with the issue.

The minister also said that the pos- 
tal workers had absolutely no reason 
to strike, as it was only 30 days ago 
that a delegation of this body waited 
on the government and went away 
perfectly satisfied, since the govern- 
ment gave them a hundred dollars bo- 
nus more than they asked for, and 
guaranteed that when the pay increas- 
es came into being they would be ret- 
roactive as far back as April 1. When 
the postal committee left the capital 
they thanked the ministers for the 
manner in which they and their de- 
mands had been received. 

Senator Robertson stated the fact 
that he had séttled tha civic strike 
here last year and that this year sche- 
dules were agreed upon between the 
city and its workers, and signed up. 
These constituted @ solemn and bind- 
ing contract, said the senator, and the 
ink was not dfy tipon it before the 
civic workers had broken {t and had 
walked out. 


Blames Postal Employees. 


“No honorable man would endorse 
the action of the civic employees for 
one moment,” said the senator, in an 
address to the strike committee yes- 
terday. 

The senator stated that postal em- 
ployees were getting $1,419 per annum 
each, with clothing, three weeks’ hol- 
idays on pay, pay when sick, ete, and 
their incréasés would go back to April 
lst. He gave them until Monday at 
12.30 to get back to work or have 
their places probably filled by new and 
permanent employees. In the mean- 
time he had @ hundred volunteers, 
starting last night at 6 o’clock t6 oa- 
cupy the post office and sort mail un- 
tll 12.30 Monday, 

The postal workers were to have 
given the senator an answer late yes- 
terday afternoon, but failed to da so. 


No Justification. 


“There was no justification for the 
general striké at all,” the senator av- 
owed, “and further, the metal trades 
employeés were utterly unjustified in 
demanding the récognition of councils 
of unions, stich as the metal trades 
council. They were justified only in 
asking recognition of craft unions, 
which were already recognized by 
their employers. The right of collect- 
ive bargaining was inalienable, but 
the collective bargaining was not just- 
iffable thtough councils or combina- 
tlone of unions, 

“There was something undérlying 
this condition in Winnipeg far deeper 
than a mere strike. The strike was a 
cloak for efforts to overthrow proper 
governmental authority. 

“The kind of collective bargaining 
through centralized control like trades 
councils, or like the one big union, de- 
manded by the trades council, was ut- 
terly unjustified.” 


STREET GARS 
IN VANCOUVER, 
NOT RUNNING 


Strike Tightens When Street Rail- 
waymen Go Out in Sym- 
pathy 


Vancouver, June 5.—¥For the third 
time in less than two years, Vancou- 
ver awoke this morning to the fact 


that it was without any street car 
service. This time the employees of 
the street car company have gone on 
strike, following an all-night session, 
in wympathy with Winnipeg. The 
decision of the street car emp'oyees 
came as @ great surprise to the city, 
the embloyees having turned down a 
strike vote taken last week by a ma- 
jority of five to one. At last night's 
meeting they reversed their former 
stand and by a vote of two to one 
decided to throw their fortunes in 
with those of their Winnipeg con- 
freres, 

Long before Vancouver citizens 
really realized that they would be 
forced to walk to work this morning, 
@ veritable flock of jitneys which 
have been barred from operating by 
the city orninance, were upon the 
streets.
